This correspondence is in response to the Office Action mailed on December 16, 2003. 
Reconsideration of the above-identified application is respectfully requested. Claims 1-13 
remain in this application. Claims 14-28 were previously canceled as drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

According to the Examiner, the reply filed on September 25, 2003 was not fully 
responsive to the prior Office Action because Applicant has not defined a single disclosed 
species as the species elected for prosecution. 

Applicants hereby affirm their election of Group I, which includes claims 1-13. 
Moreover, Applicants elect the species having the general formula appearing in claim 2 where: 
A is a Si-alkylene; 

L and M are -alkylene-Si-(alkenylene)3; 
X and Y are halogen substituted alcohols; 
q and rare 1; and 
n is at least 3. 
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Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-8, Wand 13 read on the elected species.
